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How Hill and Cochran Will Stand 
on the Financial Question. 


CARLISLE WEEDING OUT THE BARNACLES 


His Good Work in the Treasury Depart- 
ment Goes on—That,Law Giving 
Clerks to Congressmen. 


Washington, July 27.—(Special.)—Signs 
of the opening of copgress are beginning 
to appear. About a dozen members of the 
house and several senators arrived today. 
Among the arrivals were Colonel Patter- 
son, of Tennessee, and Mr, Brookshire, of 
Indiana. Colonel Patterson is one of the 
few southerners in the house who is an 
outspoken anti-silver man. He is an advo- 
eate of the immediate repeal of the Sher- 
man law without substitute legislation for 
the present. He will present a plan for 
the coinage of the silver now in the treas- 
ury, but will oppose the adoption of a free 
coinage bill. Mr. Brookshire, who has re- 


cently talked with the president upon the 


eubject of financial legislation, advocates 
the immediate repeal of the Sherman law 
and the re-evactment of the old Bland 
law providing for the purchase and coinage 
of two million dollars of silver a month. 
He believes, however, that the ratio should 
be changed. All the members in town and, 
perhaps, all to arrive, have views and 
plans of their own as to the financial leg- 
islation that should be enacted, but few 
of them agree further than that the Sber- 
man law should be repealed. 

No Cloture for the Senate. 

To those with whom Mr. Cleveland has 
been in consultation recently about the re- 
peal of the Sherman Iaw by congress at 
its extra session he has expressed doubts 
about the results in the senate. While he is 
confident that there will be sufficient votes 
in the senate to repeal the law at once and 
consider substitute legislation later,~ he 
fears a few of the ultra free coinage. sena- 
tors will seek to prevent action unless a 
free coipgge law goes with the repeal bill.

Two Leaders from New York. 

Everybody remembers Bourke Cockran’s 
great speech in the Chicago convention 
against the nomination of Mr. Cleveland. 
Recalling that it seems strange to the un- 
initiated in politics to find that Cleveland 
and Cockran are today the most intimate 
political cronies. The president and the elo- 
quent New York congressman have indeed 
become fast friends. Their views upon 
financial matters coincide and though Cock- 
ran is one of the three grand sachems of 
Tammany, Mr. Cleveland has selected him 
to lead the fight for the administration in 
the contest that is to be in the house of rep- 
resentat'ves. Bourke Cockran is to lead the 
fight against Mr. Bland and the free coin- 
age advocates. He is to be the mouthpicce 
of the administration upon the floor of the 
house. 

On the other hand Senator David B. Hill, 
the man for whose nomination Mr. Cockran 
fought in the Chicago convention, has been 
preparing himself for a great fight in the 
senate, and it may be that he will rank 
among the leaders. But the views 
of the New York~ senator and 
the congressman differ. Senator Mill 
is an advocate of free coinage and will 
make his fight with that end in view. He 
is, however, not an advocate of delaying 
the repeal of the Sherman law. He believes 
that should be done without delay and the 
fight for free coinage should come later. 
In his opinion the adoption of free coinage 
hy the United States would bring all other 
countries of the world to bimetallism. 

Mr. Cockran differs with Senator Hill 
and believes with the president that free 
comage ghould not be adopted by our gov- 
ernment until European nations are ready 
to join in adopting it. 

Thus in the house, Mr, Cockran, the 
Qost vigorous advocate of Mr. Hill’s nomi- 
hation for president, will represent Mr. 
Cleveland in the financial contest, while 
in the senate Mr. Hill will perhaps jead 
the fight for free coinage and against the 
Policy of the president.

Weeding Out the Barnacles. 

Since Secretary Carlisle’s return there 
has been consternation among the old clerks 
in the treasury department. Clerk Kretz 
bas been making an exemination of the ¥a- 
rious departments with a view to wegding 
out the barnacles that have attached them- 
selves to the department and held on for 
years while practicaliy doing nothing to 
earn their salaries. The chiefs of the va- 
rious departments have also been notified 
hot to hesitate to recommend removals of 
all clerks in their divisions who are not 
competent or who have been shirking their 
duties. There are several hundred of these 
in the department and the secretary has 
commenced making removals and filling the 
vacanc.es with competent democrats. Of 
course these vacancies must be filled with 
those whom have passed the civil service 
examinations, but Mr. Carlisle zives pref- 
erence to democrats cvery time, as there are 
few democratic clerks in the department at 
present. Indeed, of the clerks under the 
classified service im the department there 
are but 10 per cent of democrats. But 
when the secretary concludes the work 
which he has commenced with vigor there 
will be a dfference. As it is now there is 
consternation among the old clerks. No one 
knows but that his ‘head will be the next to 
fall. The good work was commenced yester- 
day with nine removals, About sixty more 
are already on the list to be removed within 
the next few weeks. 

Will Enable Them to Act Intelligently. 

Much has appeared in the papers recently 
about the pew law allowing every congress- 
man a clerk. They are predict.ng that the 
congressman will appoint their sons. Some 
will as some senators have done. And why 
should they not? The position is a confiden- 
tial one and naturally many public men 
would prefer their own sone to occupy a 
position of such confidence. But as a mat- 
ter of fact the percentage of congressmen 
who will appoint their sons will be very 
small as in the case in the senate where 
every senator is allowed a private secretar*. 
Under the new law the congressmen are to 
be allowed for olerk hire not exceeding 
$100 a month or so much ag they actually 
spend. Of course all will pay their clerks 
the full salary. 

The house has been criticised for passing 
this law. But every one who understands 
the duties of a congressman will endorse 
the act. It is because they have no clerks 
to attend to the interests of their constitu- 
ents about the departments that the con- 
gressinen have so little time to study pend- 
ing questions. W th clerks to atten? to the 
little things and write their letters the aver- 
age congressman will have ample opportun- 
ity to study and vote intelligently wpon 
measures before congress, and the result 
will be better laws.

HAS AN AGREEMENT BEEN REACHED? 


Engtand Seoms to Think That France Will 
: Back Down. 


London, Muly 27.—Sir Charles WDilke 
said in an interview this evening that he 
believed that the marquis of Dufferin and 
M. Develle had reached an agreement by 
which France would abandon her claims 
to the upper Mekong. 

“Of course,” he added, “the surrender 
will be glossed over by some form of com- 
promise, but I cannot imagine England's 
agreeing to anything else.” 

The Pall Mall-Gazette this afternoon 
says: “We jJearn from an authority de- 
serving of the highest respect that the 
Franco-Siamese difficulty has been settled, 
France has agreed to accept Siam’s propo- 
sals and has abandoned her claims to the 
territory lying between the eighteenth and 
twenty-third parallels of latitude 5. 

The Blockade Declared. 

Bangkok, July 27.—Notice was given to- 
day of the blockade by the French fleet. 
Outgoing vessels have been warned that 
they must clear from Bangkok and Koh- 
Si-Chang Saturday or submit to detention. 
The blockade will extend along the entire 
north coast of the gulf of Siam. 

The French fleet with M. Pavie, French 
minister resident, has gone to Koh-Si- 
Chang. The general expectation is that 
early in August the French fleet will attack 
Bangkok and land some 5,000 men. There 
is little doubt here that France’s purpose 
is to make Siam a French colony. 

The Siamese government is exceedingly 
anxious to avoid open warfare. When the 
gunboat Lutin was at the Menam bar early 
this morning the foreign minister sent to 
M. Pavie a note to the effect that the king 
and his advisers were most anxious to 
maintain peace. All such efforts, however, 
are believed by the English residents to 
be vain. Unless England infervenes to as- 
sist in a settlement of the aispute there can 
be little expectation or even hope that 


France will refrain from extreme measures. 


Hong Kong Traders Are Happy. 


Paris, July 27.—The Havas agency has 
received this dispatch from Sa'gon: “The 
opinion here is that military operatiofis will 
follow the blockade to secure to France 
material guarantees. English traders in 
Singapore are indignant and protest that 
the blockade will cut off all communications 
with the English and German houses in 
Bangkok. Hong Kong traders, on the other 
hand, expect a great increase in the busi- 
ness from the closing of the Bangkok mar- 
ket. They hope to send large supplies to 
Saigon. as the French basis of hostilities.

Being Announced, and Confidence 
Was Restored. 


Attracting the Favorable Attention of For- 
eign Buyers and Heavy Purchases 
Made—Everything Looks Better. 


ing hours business at the stock exchange 
Was not so pronounced as yesterday. The 
fact that the Standard Oil interest had come 
into possession of the Evansville and Terre 
Haute property relieved al] apprehension 
from that quarter and the comparative 
firmness of that stick in the market put 
mobey lenders at ease. 

Another thing that helped to restore con- 
fidence was the decision of the governing 
committee of the stock exchange not to 
close the board as was suggested yesterday 
by some of the operators who lost. their 
leads then. 

Probably the most important development 
of the morning, however, was the engage 
ment of $1,000,000 gold in Tondon by 
Lazard Freres and the furier drop in the 
rates of sterling exchange. The heaviness 
of exchange encouraged the hope that the 
movement of gold from Burope will assume 
large proportions in the early future. A 
more stable money market would be of 
great assistance to intending importers, for 
it is difficult to calculate upon the result 
of a shipment, with call loans at 5 per cent 
per annum one minute and 1-8 per cent 
per diem and interest the next. Still for- 
eign houses are looking for a large jmport 
movement of the precious metal. 

Money at the stock exchange opened at 
1-8 per cent per diem and interest, which 
Is equal to 515-8 per cent per annum. La- 
ter there was a decline to 40 per cent. It 
is idle to talk of a quotation for the time 
money and mercantile paper as long as call] 
loans command the figures given above. 

The subtreasury was $251,318 debtor at 
the clearing house, of which $200,000 was 
paid in gold and the balance in treasury 
notes. Bank officials state that the ship- 
ments of currency to the interior wil] equal 
yesterday’s total. Receipts of domestic 
exchange on New York at interior ports 
rather corroborate this theory.

Clearing House Certificates, 

The clearing house committee were in 
session until this afternoon. The long con- 
ference gave the rumr bureau an opportu- 
nity to start the report that a large bank 
was in trouble and the announcement of 
an issue of $1,350,000 of clearing house 
certificates lent strength to this report. 
Later the amount of certificates was said 
to be only $350,000, but at the end of the 
meeting the cleat§ng house officials stated 
that the original amount of $1,350,000 was 
right. Their long session, they said, was 
due to a large amount of work in shifting 
loans, caused largely by the great deprecia- 
tion in prices yesterday. They emphatieal- 
ly denied the story of a bank being in 
trouble and said that every bank in the 
clearing house, so far as they knew, and 
every outside bank in the city was in good 
shape. Those who met at the clearing 
house were all of the opinion that the situ- 
ation was somewhat better, but still seri- 
ous. 

As yet no statements have been given out 
by the firm of Nicholas & Dumont, who sus- 
pended yesterday. 

Sterling exchange was demoralized this 
morning. The posted rates were reduced 
twice, the last time to $4.82 1-2 and $4.83 
1-2. The heavy purchases of stocks for 
foreign account, the stringency in money 
and the supply of bills against grain and 
cotton caused the demoralization. Actual 
rates: are below the gold importing point. 
In addition to the gold engaged by Lazard 
Freres, reported early in the day, L. von 
Hoffman & Co. have secured $200,000 in 
London, shipped on Saturday. Ladenburg, 
Thalmann & Co., and other leading foreign 
houses, are negotiating for large sums and 
the announcement that at least $1,500,000 
additional has been ermgaged for New York 
may be made at any moment. 

No Failures Announced, 

Delivery hour passed at the stock ex- 
‘change without the announcement of further 
failures and Wall street breathed easier 
than it has for days past. Clearings went 
through without trouble this morning, but 
there was a lingering fear that, when tho 
time for making deliveries arrived, fresh 
weak spots would be uncovered. No fail- 
ures were announced, and as money on 
call dropped to 6 from 10 per cent per an- 
num, a more bullish feeling took posses- 
sion of the room. Prices fairly soared, 
advancing almost as quickly as they de- 
clined yesterday. 

Some of the bears inflated with success 
were pooh-poohing the receipts of invest- 
ment buying, but- when they attempted to 
cover they found, to their sorrow, that the 
floating supply of stocks had been material- 
ly reduced. Then followed a scramble 
to cover. The inquiry today for stecks 
in the loan crowd was not se urgent, al-

“‘Eondon, July 27.—On the government 
| programme, 10 o’clock this evening was the 
hour set for the closure of the debate in 
committee on the home rule bill. 

Phe parts of the bill left over from the dis- 
Cu@sions of the last week and for the divis- 
ioms this evening were the new financial 
clause, *the schedules and the preamble. 

The galleries of the house were filled 
with persons expectant of an exciting scene 
at the close of the committee’s labors. 
Few members were absent from the benches 
On the floor of the house. The proceedings 
in the early evening were tame enough. 
John Claneey, Parnellite, for North Dublin 
county, moved an amendment to the effect 
that the imperial government should guar- 
antee to Lreland 500,000 pounds annually 
during the provisional period of six years. 

Mr. Gladstone declined to. accept the 
amendment. The final scheme under dis- 
cussion, he said, provided fully for the 
equitable, even liberal, treatment of the 
new Irish government. If she estimates 
which had been made, were realized, ire- 
land would have 512,000 pounds annually 
assured her. Mr. Goschen, chancellor of 
the exchequer in the last Salisbury cabinet, 
also spoke against Mr. Clancey’s motion. 
Obscure members continued the debate un- 
til 9:45 o’clock, or just fifteen minutes be- 
fore the closure was to be applied. 

Chamberlain Starté the Kacket. 

Then Joseph Chamberlain rose to deliver 
the final broadside of the opposition. After 
a few scornful and biting words as to the 
conduct of the ministers, he began giving 
his opinion of the closure, as applied by 
the government. The members, he said, 
were about to witness the last ecene in 
& discreditable farce. The debate on the fi- 
Mancial clause had been a mere sham. The 

vernment stved over friend and foe 

like, ready to let fall the guillotine without 
gard for justice or constitutional rights. 
Irish members, as well as the unionists, 
Were anxious to discuss at length the im- 
portant financial questions presented by 
the new clause, but such discussion was 
to be cut short. The bill had been changed 
in its most vital features; still no debate 
was regarded as necessary since, whatever 
“teas altered, the bill was always found per- 


Jeers from the Irish, cheers from the un- 
ionists and counter cheers from the liberals 
interrupted Mr. Chainberlain at this point. 
He waited two or three minutes before the 
confusion abated sufficiently for him to 
speak without effort. He then proceeded 
thus: 

Black Good, White Better. 

“The prime minister call ‘black’ and his 
adherents say it is good; the prime minis- 
ter calls ‘white’ and they say it is better. 
(Unionist laughter.) It is always the voice 
of God. Never since the time of Herod 
has there been such—.”’ 

Mr. Chamberlain got no further. Imme- 
diately after resuming his speech ‘he had 
been warned by mutterings from the Irish 
benches that a storm was gathering. He 
could hardly have expected the suddenness 
with Which it broke, for with his half- 
finished reference to Herod, there came 
from the nationalists such a roar of indig- 
nation as had not been heard in the honse 
since the days of Parnell, 

Mr. Chamberlain plainly was startled, but 
he tried to talk on. His voice was inaudible 
to members of the next bench. He turned 
toward the nationalists and sbrill yells of 
execration sounded above the uproar. 

Denonanced as “Judas.”’ 

T. P. O'Connor sprang to his feet and, 
leaning toward Mr. Chamberlain, shouted: 
“Judas,”’ so loudly that the epithet could 
be heard throughout the house. The rest 
of the Irishmen took up the ery and for 
half a minute shouted, “Judas” in chorus. 
In the meantime the clock struck 10. 
Chairman Mellor tried to put the closure, 
but his voice could not be heard amid the 
shouts of the Irish and the unionists. Then 
came a scene unprecedented in parliamen- 
tary history. Mr. Mellor in a weak voice, 
gave them their directions. The conserva- 
tives, however, flatly refused to quit the 
house.

THE STORY HIS DAUGHTER TOLD 


He Was Indicted, but as Yet Has 
Succeeded in Eluding Arrest. 


WOMEN FIGHT IN DEFENSE OF HOME 


A Highly Sensational Affair in Florida 
Two South Carolina Negroes inDan- 
ger of the Stake—Other Crimes. 


Athens, Ga., July 27.—(Special.)}—From 
Oconee county comes a story most revolt- 
ing in its details—a story which may, be- 
fore these lines find their way into print, 
bring an even more sensational sequel. 

It is a story so horrible that language 
can hardly be found strong enough to 
tell it. 

Alfred Smith is a well-to-do farmer, 
living about six miles from here, just over 
in Oconee. His home is near the paper 
mills. 

Today the grand jury of that county 
found an indictment against Smith, charg- 
ing him with criminal assault upon his 
fourteen-year-old daughter, and a _ bench 
warrant for his arrest was issued by Judge 
Hutchins before the ink on the indictment 
had gotten cold. | 

Somehow Smith got information regard- 
ing the action of the grand jury and made 
good his escape. The ofticers, with a 
posse, set out in hot pursuit. About the 
middle of the afternoon they caught sight 
of Smith in a large cornfield and at once 
surrounded him and for a few moments 
the prospects of an immediate capture 
seemed bright, but with a splendid display 
of aprinting ability, Smith took advantage 
of the bordering shrubbery and in a few 
minutes disappeared as completely as if 
the earth had opened and swallowed him 
up. For hours it seemed as if every bush 
was searched and every rock moved, but 
the fugitive had made good his escape. 

A Frightfui story, Indeed. 

The story told the Oconee county grand 
jury by pretty little Miss Smith between 
btter sobs ‘and sighs as she wiped the 
hot flowing tears from her rosy cheeks, 
was one of the most revolting and horrible 
that was ever poured into the ears of 
mortal man. She told how, day after day, 
she received the indecent proposals and 
brutal insults from the man who waa re- 
sponsible for her being, all of which she 
bore throngh fear and trembling until in 
the end, the brite grew bolder and more 
inhuman and she was forced to submit. 
He made his demand under penalty of 
death, she says. 

Her story in the main was corroborated 
by the other witnesses before the jury—Mrs. 
Lee, a near neighbor. 

Mrs. Smith, the victim’s mother, was 
not allowed to testify in the case, being 
disqualified by the statute prohibiting a 
wife’s testimony for or against her hus- 


band in criminal cases, but to a reporter. 


she verified the testimony of the other wit- 
ness and, in her own language, the horri- 
ble story sounded ten times as bad ae it 
appears in the sworn statements. 

It is said that Smith learned jin some 
way thatdis daughter was going before the 
grand jury and made two or three desper- 
ate but unsuccessful efforts to kill her. 
Those who were watching the case, state 
that the girl narrowly escaped with her 
life at one time and was concealed in the 
woods under guard to protect her. 

Sm.th had a considerabel bank account 
with the First National bank here. As 
soon as he found that the officers were 
after him he drew a check for all his 
money and sent his son on a mule to 
Atheus after it. The boy arrived here just 
as the bank was closing, with the mule 
almost dead with exhaustion, and was 
paid the money. 

The officers think that it will be impos- 
sble for Smith to eseape without his 
money, and they are shadowing the boy, 
and if he ever tries to turn that money 
over to Smith the game will be up. 

The Country Scoured for Him. 

There are pursuers and guards all over 
northeast Georgia looking for Smith to- 
night. The officers will scour the county 
for him and will leave no stone unturned 
to catch him. He is about thirty-eight years 
of age; five feet eight inches in he ght; 
we ght, 160 pounds; dark complexion: 
black hair: black eyes, and black mus- 
tache, and wears a suuff-colored, square-cut 
sack coat. 

If he is caught he will be taken to Wat- 
kinsville jail, although there is considerable 
excitement: over the affair. and it will be 
no surprise if Judge Lynch usurps Judge 
Hutch.ns’s authority and trespasses og 
his jurisdiction. or 

Some people believe in Smith's innocence. 
He claims to be innocent, and one of the 
best men in town told me tonight that 
notwithstanding the testimony was the most 
direct and revolting he ever heard, he, bav- 
ing known Smith for years, believed him 
innocent, and that his wife, who wil! soon 
give birth to another child, inspired the 
story through malice and influenced the 
daughter to support it. But the worst blow 
to this theory is the testimony of he neigh- 
bor, Mrs. Lee, a good and highly respecta- 
ble lady. 

It has just been reported that Sm‘th has 
been seen. and surrounded again and his 
capture may be effecte] any moment. Ex- 
citement is at fever heat and sentiment 
strong against the ftgitive, and in case of 
a capture tonight it is impossible to tell 
what the result will be.

WAS THE TRAGEDY AT AUBURN 


Electrocution of Wm. G. Taylor for 
the Murder of a Fellow Convict. 


SEVENTEEN HUNDRED VOLTS FAILED 


To Kill Him, and the City’s Supply of 
Electricity Had to Be Called in to 
Finish the Job. 


Auburn, N. Y., July 27.—A ghastly trag- 

y, the sequel of another one, has been 
enacted in the prison here today. 

Murderer William G. Taylor, who cut 
the throat of a fellow convict, was placed 
in the electric execution chair today to 
expiate with his own life the crime he had 
done. He received a shock of 1,700 volts, 
but the contact was not sufficiently pro- 
longed, and when it was sought to turn 
on the current again the dynamo would not 
do its work. The man slowly came back 
toward consciousness, to prevent which 
morphine was administered while prepara- 
tions were being made to get an electric 
supply from the city’s dynamo plant. 

The chaplain of the prison was with 
Taylor much of the time yesterday, and 
upon awakening this morning the con- 


demned man evidenced a change of heart. 


and requested the presence of the priest. 
Rey. Father Seymour and Rev. Father 
Né@tsel visited him early this morning. He 
professed penitence for his great crime and 
said be was perfectly resigned to his fate. 

When Warden Stokes visited him last 
night he found Lim in a seemingly happy 
frame of mind. His last sleep on earth 
seemed tranquil and undisturbed, and he 
awoke refreshed at the usual] bour this 
morning. Taylor ate a hearty breakfast of 
steak, and potatoes, eggs, coffee and toast 
soon after he had been bathed and shaved, 
and deciared that he was feeling first rate. 

The paper which Taylor had prepared 
for publication was delivered to the warden 
just before the hour fixed for the execution. 
In closing he said: 

“IT shall not die a murderer, as there is 
no murder in my heart, and I have’ been 
brought to see the mad injustice of my hat- 
red of people. Feeling this way I had rath- 
er die than live, and I shall not die as I 
thought I would at the time of the crime 
and of my trial, but instead of hating ev- 
erybody, I shall have pity and sympathy 
for all people, for I have learned that they 
all need it and are worthy of it.” 

Tortured for an Hour anda Quarter. 

It was twenty minutes to 1 o'clock when 
State Electrician Davis came to his electric 
cabinet and his preliminary tests of the 
apparatus were entirely satisfactory, the 
dial indicating a voaltage of 1,320. Taylor 
Was immediately burried into the chair and 
tightly pinioned. Hs face wore a look of 
set determination, with lips tightly com- 
pressed. He carried a crucifix in his righy 
hand. He was dressed in black and wore 
@ new pair of prison made shoes. 

When al] was ready the signal wag given 
and the current turned on. 

Taylor’s powerful frame shot back and up 
in the chair until the straps creaked and 
simultaneously there was a crash unlike 
unything ever before heard under like cir- 
cumstances. The strain upon the footrest 
nad broken and the underpinning of the 
chair gave way. The body sank to a re- 
clining posture, with the victim's feet rest- 
ing on the floor. 

The spectators were startled but did not 
move. Everybody supposed the victim was 
dead from the first shock, when a strange 
noise wus heard. He had begun to gasp 
for breath, and saliva was seen to exude 
from his mouth. 

“Turn on the current,” was the command 
of the warden, and Electrician Davis tried 
to obey, but was dumfounded to find no 
response to the turning of the lever. The 
dynamo had broken down. The labored 
breathing of t?e victim had continued, and 
his chest rose And fell convulsively. Davis 
hastened outside to the dynamo to ascer- 
tain the trouble and found the armature 
had burned out. It could be used no more 
that day. After being given morphine to 
prevent his complete recovery, Taylor was 
carried again to the chair 

At 1:55 p. m., a current from the city 
electric light dynamo was passed through 
his body and he died immediztely. 

The &tory of His Crime. 

The story of the murder which William 
G. Taylor expiated with his life today 
is neither romantic or sensational. It 
was simply a case of murder pure and sim- 
ple without any interesting environments. 

Taylor and his victim, Solomon Johnson, 
were second term men and were shopmates 
in the broom industry of Auburn prison. 
Taylor was twenty-seven years old and was 
in for ten years for burglary. The murder 
was perpetrated on the afternoon of Septem- 
ber 20, 1892. There was no eyewitness 
to the deed, and the fact that a murder had 
been committed was not known until it was 
announced by the murderer himself at the 
keeper’s hall. He simply said: 

“If you fellows will go over and look un- 
o- the broom shop you'll find a carcass 

ere. 

He carried in his hand a keen edged 
knife still reeking with his victim’s blood. 
Solomon’s body was easily found. There 
was an ugly gash in the throat which ex- 
tended from ear to ear. 

Principal Keeper Shaw asked Taylor why 
he did it, and got this answer: 

“T have got tired of this thing of staying 
in prison all the time, and I'd rather take 
a dose of electricity and have done with it.”

Shortly after 2 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing, two shots were heard in the vicinity of 
the house which StepBnson occupies, and 
the shots were followed by screams of 
women, which awakened the inhabitants 
living near by, who soon were out and at 
the house to iearn what had happened. 

It was a terrible sight that they saw when 
they entered. Stephenson was net a dead 
mImanas the neighbors expected to find him, 
though he had been shot and was bieeding; 
but the Mfeless form of Henry Osteeen, the 
young man who had been watching with 
him, lay on the floor near the bed in a big 
pool of blood and with a hole shot in his 
neck in which a man could place hts fist. 

Deputy Mobley says that he was standing 
about fifty yards from the house at 2 o’clock. 
It was bright moonlight. Suddenly he was 
approached by a gang of masked men a-foot, 
their horses being hitched in the woods near 
by, @3 was subsequently discovered. The 
leader coyered him with a rifle and ordered 
him to throw up his bands. Mobley made 
a move toward the revolver in his bip pock- 
et when the leader knocked up his arm with 
the barre! of his rifle. Then the whole 
party closed in on him and disarmed him. 
He was told to keep quiet, and two men 
were Jeft to guard him. 

The others then proceeded quietiy to the 
house and tried to enter through the front 
door. The women of the household, three 
in number, had moved their beds out upon 
the front veranda, whicn ia surrounded by 
lattice, the night being warm. There they 
were sieeping soundly, and in order to get 
to the fromt door the intruders had to climb 
over their beds. This awakened the women 
who'at once took in ithe situation, and a 
terrific ‘hand to hand fight ensued. The 
women fought heroically to keep two of the 
men out, but during their struggle two 
othens went around the houwsg and fired 
through a window, killing Osteen. They 
all vhen took to their heels, and nobody 
knows or has any idea who the intruders 
were. The murderegs evidently mistook Os- 
teen for Stephenson, as he lay on a bed neuwr 
the window. Osteen died instantly. Steph- 
ensen received some sbot in the arm, but 
they made only siight flesh wounds, although 
bieeding profusely. 

The fight between the women and the two 
masked men is said to have been a terrible 
one. The women were in their night clothes, 
unarmed and taken by surprive, but they 
seized chairs, portions of the bedsteads and 
a shovel and fought the intruders like de- 
mons. The two men used only the butts of 
their guns, but they were badly worsted 
we. the others called upon them to mrke 
their escape. The bed, plazza and ateps 
were covered with blood next morning, but 
not from the women. They shewed only 
bruises, while the men must have been badly 
hacked. 
shrieked and screamed so loud that they 
could be heard more thian a miie away. 

As yet there is no clue to the identity of 
the murderers. 


THE IRBY-SHELL FIGHT. 


The Inside Facts About the Recently KRe- 
ported Fracas. 

Jreenville, S. C., July 27.—(Special.)— 
Some days ago The Constitution published 
a report of the rumored fight between Sena- 
tor Irby and Congressman Shell at the 
house of Mr. Shaw, at High Point. Later 
reports from the scene of the trouble give 
the facts about as follows. 

Colonel Shaw had invited Mr. Irby and 
Mr. Shell to his house to consult them 
and several other gentleman about 
a matter in which they were inter 
ested. When Senator Irby came into the 
room Colonel Shaw was out at the gate 
holding the senator’s horses. Irby imme- 
diately -walked up to Shell and asked him 
if he had anything to do with the writing 
of Farley's letter. 

Shell replied: “I did not, but it was read 
over to me in my presence at my house.” 

Irby said: “Did you endorse it?” 

Shell replied: “I endorsed a part of it.” 

Irby then slapped him in the face with 
his hand, and W.- F. Cunningham asked 
them not to have any fuss there. 

Shell said: “Let me explain; let me ex- 
plain.” 

Senator Irby seeing that Shell did not 
propose to resent the blow did not follow 
it up. Senator Irby had a knife in his hand 
at the time but did not show any disposition 
to use it. O. C. Cunningham, one of the 
gentlemen present, interfered before there 
could be a scuffle, saying that he was a 
friend of both gentlemen, but did not want 
to see Irby knife Shell. Colonel Shaw re- 
grets exceedingly that the trouble occurred 
at his house, and vigorously denies that 
there was any conspiracy to get Shell there 
to meet Senator Irby for any such purpose. 
The incident was altogether unexpected. 

Another rather gtartling report of the af- 
fair comes from Columbia. A gentleman 
from Laurens says that on the night be- 
fore the difficulty Shaw sent to Congress- 
man Shell’s house aad told him to come to 
see him, that he wanted to see him on a 
very important matter. It was very dark, 
and Congressman Shell, being somewhat 
suspic.ous, did not go, but waited till after 
daylight, and then went. After he had been 
there a little while Irby came in. Shaw, in 
admitting Irby, went out himself. Irby at 
once asked Shell if Farley had shown him 
his article before it was published. Shell 
told him that General Farley had done so, 
Irby then asked him if he approved of it. 
Shell repl:ed that he approved of that por- 
tion that referred to what ““Craddock” had 
written. Irby, so the story goes, then hit 
Shell and drew a dirk, making for the con- 
gressman. O. C. Ounningham, who was 

resent, drew a pistol and pointing it at 
rby, told Mim that if he advanced he would 
have to fire. 

The relator states also that Congressman 
Shell considers that he owes his life to 
Cunningham. He states also that Shell’s 
friends believe that it was an attempt. to 
assass:nate Shell.

New York, July 27.—(Special.)—The spe- 
cial dispatch from Ocala, Fila., printed 
here th:s morning, stating that the entire 
system of the Florida Central and -Penin- 
sular Railroad Company had been sold to 
the Plant Investment Company for $13,- 
000,000, and that the new management 
would take charge October 1st, caused con- 
siderable interest jin railroad and finan- 
cial circles. 

Investigation showed that the report was 
false. 

When The Constitution’s correspondent 
called at the offices of the Florida Cen- 
tral, President H. R. Duval, in dign fied 
but posit:ve terms, denounced the story. 
Said he: “I have just sent dispatches to our 
representatives at Ocala and Jacksonville 
to this effect: “The Tribune and other New 
York papers of today have the following 
special telegram from Ocala: “Ralroad 
men arriving here today from Sanford, the 
headquarters of the South Florida railread, 
report the sale of the entire systefewf the 
Florida Central and Peninsular Railroad 
Company to the Plant Investment Com- 
pany, controlled by H. B. Plant, of New 
York.

THE WOMEN’S DORMITORY EXPERIMENT 


Which Seems to Have Gone the Way of 
All Other Experiments of the Kind. 
Social News and General Gossip. 


Ever since the project to have a ‘“‘woman'’s 
dormitory”’ at the world’s fair was sprung ~@& 
an unsuspecting public women generally 
have been interested in it., People wir, like 
myself, have little faith in women’s ciubs, 
have considered it only a matter of a short 
while when the whole thing would be de- 
elared a gigantic fraud, gnd, judging by 
seme of the stories told, that time has comé. 
4 correspondent of an eastern paper, who 
bit at the “stockholder” idea and braved the 
dormitory, tells of her experience. “The 
building,” she says, “is exactly what was 
promised, rough and plain, but perfectly weil 
planned. The sanitary arrangements are De- 
yond reproach. There all praise ends. The 
management is in a state of chaos. Every 
night sees tired women arriving—stockhold- 
ers, coming at their appointed time, to be 
teld at the office that there are no rooms for 
them; that there may or may not be rooms in 
the course of a few days. Any remenstrance 
is met with an insolence that I have never 
seen equaled; in fact, during ten days in 
Chicago I met with the perfect civility every- 
where except at the dormitory. The trouble 
seems to be, first, a complete lack of system; 
then the fact that they have employed un- 
trained and incompetent women. The ma- 
tron who assigns the rooms appears to hold 
no communication with the secretary, who 
communicates with the stockholders. They 
seem to have kept no record of the time when 
people are coming, or even to have arranged 
in any way that the rooms should be kept for 
stockholders. Women were sleeping by doz- 
ens, two in a cot, in the parlors. We were 
considered extremely lucky to have a room, 
which I got by luck and bribery, althougt 
we were entitled, on our stock, to four rooms, 
and had engaged our rooms in January and 
February, and came at the time named. We 
had also written mauy times between ‘se- 
curing’ them and our arrival. We had three 
cots in one tiny room. One was put on top 


of another during the day, as, when all three 


were on the floor, the door would not open 
and there was no place to stand. We made 
our own beds and drew our own water, which 
was contrary to their printed promises. 

“The office always presented a most dis- 
graceful scene, women demanding their 
rooms and showing their stock, and being 
treated with the greatest impudence and 
what was in many cases unkindness—no ex- 
planation offered, but merely told that there 
was no place for them. In addition to this, 
the management seemed to know nothing 
about what was going on in the house. Any 
one could march in and secure a cot and 
camp out in it, and I don’t think such ever 
would be detected. 

‘While there is so much overcrowding of 
stockhoklers it is strange that men should be 
permitted in the dormitory. They march 
about there at all hours. And as all persons 
have not brought dressing gowns, when soe 
lightly-clad women paddle out to draw water, 
while men in #ik hats are promenading the 
entries, the sceneg wer2 mucb more amusing 
than seemly. Women might be expected, 1 
suppose, to laugh over all these short-com- 
ings of the management, but it seems per- 
fectly iniquitous that hard-working teachers 
should be subjected to such treatment, and 
that so well planned an enterprise should be 
so scandalously misconducted.”’

Church, of New 
York, and Mr. R. H. Brown, pres‘dent of 
the bond commission of the city of Macon. 
Yesterday the Macon Gaslight and Water 
Company appointed as its arbitrators, Cap- 
tain William H. White, of New York, and 
Mr. BK. H. Jenkins, of Columbus, Ga. 
Captain White is a past president of the 
American Gas Association, and built and 
owns the gas and water plants at Selma, 
Ala., and Manchester, Va., and has con- 
structed a number of other water plants in 
different parts of the country. Mr. Jenkins 
formerly resided in Indianapolis, where he 
wus superintendent of the gas and water 
plant, and moved to Columbus, Ga., about 
ten years ago, where he is superin@gag@ent 
of the waterworks. He is president of the 


’ Western Gag Association. White and Jen- 


kins are fair and broad minded men, and 
experts in their line of business. Mr. White 
also has an interest in an automatic fire 
extinguisher. ‘The city’s arbitrators are sat- 
isfactory to the Macon Gaslight and Water 
Company. Church is, perhaps, the leading 
bydraulic eng.neer of the United States. 
He had much to do with constructing the 
celebrated Croton aqueduct of New York, 
and is now the engineer of the Croton 
board of directors. Messrs. Church and 
Brown, White and Jenkins will select three 
other arbitrators, and thus make the full 
board consist of seven arbitrators. The 
board of arbitration will cost considerable 
money. As the city of Mac®n has called for 
the arbitration, wll the city have to defray 
the entire expense connected therewith? In 
1891 the city got Mr. Church to come here 
from New York and make an estimate of 
the cost of building a system of water- 
works. The price paid him for this service 
was $1,000. This figure may give some 
idea of the cost of arbitrating the value of 
the waterworks plant of the Macon Gaslight 
and Water Company. ,

On July 27, 1887, Engineer S. J. Kent 
was on his engine pulling a Central rail- 
road passenger train between Macon and 
Kufaula. His engine suddenly plunged into 
an excavation caused by the sinking of the 
enybankment produced by a heavy rain 
storm. It was alleged that the trackmaster 
or section boss had had plenty of time to 
reach the excavation and repair it, and 
give warning -) the approachiag trair, 
but none of this was done. Kent was 
badly injured, in fact, permanently die- 
abled and hut for life. Seven ribs were 
broken, the right kidney dislocited, I'ver 
injured, certain muscles paralyted, and 
the spine injured and a severe coucussion 
given it. Engineer Kent, through his at- 
torneys, Dessau & Bartlett, sued the Cen- 
tral for damages. On March 1, i158. a 
superior court jury rendered a verdict fcr 
$12, in favor of Kent. Jahdge R. 'T. 
Lyon, counsel for the road, appealed the 
case to the supreme court and a new trial 
Was granted. At the second trial Kent ob- 
tained a verdict: for $12,841.66. Again 
Judge Lyon appealed the case to the su- 
‘prem? cour: arn’ again obtained. a new 
trial. Dessau & Bartlett 
third time appeared before the sircrior 
eourt jury and on May 12, 1892, gut a 
verdict for their client, Kent, for $15,000. 
It will be observed that an increased sum 
was given Kent at each trial.

The Dartmouth mills beginning tomorrow 
will run on half time. The manufactory will 
run three days and shut duwn tree days 
each week. One hundred and fifteen hands 
are concerned. ‘The cause of the curtail- 
ment of output is the shutting down of 
cotton factories in the east. Tne Dart- 
mouth only sping yarns and dloes not make 
cotton into cloth. The product of the mills 
is disposed to eastern mills. The eastern 
mills having begun to work on short time 
because of the general business depression, 
the demand for the product of the Dart- 
mouth lessened, necessitating working on 
half time for the present. Mr. Hends 
who is in charge of the conduct of the 
mills, received instructions by wire and 
letter yesterday to put the mills on half 
time. He was given the privilege of re- 
ducing the output one-half in any way he 
desired. He left the matter to the em- 
ployes yesterday and they, by vote,. pre- 
ferred to have the miils shut down three 
days of each week instead of one week or 
two weeks at the time. Mr. Head agreed 
to the decision, 

The Dartmouth is in the hands of re- 
ceivers, and it is from court officers that 
the instructions came. The mills, however, 
have always been a paying venture. Their 
receivership was necessitated not becausé 
of unprofitableness, but because of the 
embarrassment of the owners, when the 
court took the guardianship over property. 
It is not known how long the mills will be 
on half time, but it is generally believed 
the arrangement will be of short duration.

An interesting civil case was tried before 
Magistrate Nathan Davis this morning. {ft 
was the suit of Dr. W. C. Cleckley against 
John W. Daniel for $59.75 for filling and 
treatment of his teeth.

They Are Said to Be Going Westward. 
Other News of the Classic City.

Athens, Ga., July 27.—(Special.)—The 
great numbers in which the Kansas grass- 
hoppers are appearing in this county and 
the widespread destruction to crops that 
attend their journey is causing a great 

‘deal of alarm and excitement. They are 
fearful looking creatures, and whenever a 
colony of them appears on a farm they 
devour everything on it less than a fence 
rail or a barbed wire fence. They range in 
size from that of a house fly to three iiches 
long, and travel in such droves that it 
only requires a short time tu destroy an 
ordinary farm. ‘They first appeared on the 
farm of Mr. Fred Hunnicutr, jusic above 
the city. After their work at this Pout 
other places in the same section suffered 
from their visits. They are now on the old 
Phinizy place, run py AMeyrsrs. Met lrey 
and Lester, and, of course, wherever ‘bey 
appear in a field it is desolated. 

These pests have been see. in evely 
size from that of ‘the tiny house fly to 
full grown ones, two and a hoaif syeches 
long. The specimens brought into the ey 
have been almost wingless, and It Was 
thought by some persous that a species 6: 
the pest without wings had appeared, but 
that idea will have to be abandoned. The 
Wings were not developed on te specimeos 
brought to the city, but now it is cbserved 
that myriads of them are weil supplied wiih 
wings. 

Various expedients have beea res -ted t9 
in the way of exterminating them, but 
no plan yet devised has been suffitient to 
relieve the farms afflicted with the yert. 
An attempt was made to bura them cut, 
and no doubt many were des’royed by the 
fiery element, but where there are milicus 
of these it is hard to make much headway 
in thus destroying them. 

Various theories have been advanced as 
to how they came in this part .. treorst.a, 
the most plausible one being that tae eggs 
were brought south im the bundles ef hay 
shipped from the northwestern states. 

It is said the grasshoppers are leading 
westward, and it this be irae, not onlv 
(Marke, but Jackson, Gwinn.tt, ‘Watton, 
ete., may expect a visitation. However, it 
is hoped some expedient mag be found te 
destroy these pests and thus prevent their 
devestation of the lands of the tarmers 
of this and adjoining couazties.

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The South’s Great Staple. — 

It is an old saying and a true one that 
ull signs fail in dry weather, and the 
saying may be modified so as to apply 
to the course of the cotton market. Ail 
predictions are in the air until we hear 
the news from Texas. All prophecies 
may be discounted by some wnforseen 
contingency that touches the prosperity 
of the cotton mills. 

All things considered, the southern 
staple has held its own wonderfully 
well. In the midst of the’ prevalling 
depression in this country as well as in 
Europe, the cotton market has shown 
surprising strength. To what extent 
this tenacity or vitality is due to the 
artificial valuation of Indian council 
bilis, or rupee paper, on the London 
nmairket remains to-be seen. The valua- 
tion of the silver rupee at 52 cents in 
London means 10 cents a pound for In- 
dian cotton. It really means more to 
the Indian preducer, but London has to 
pay 10 cents in gold for it. The effect 
of this on the price of American cotton 
appears in the fact that it is quoted at 
about 9 cents in Liverpool; nearly 10 
cents if we take into consideration the 
rate of exchange. 

The stability of the cotton market 
during the decline in other values and 
prices is nothing less than remarkable, 
and it gives the south cause for hoping 
that its ability to withstand the pres- 
sure of the gold panfe may be further 
strengthened by a slight rise in the 
price of its chief staple. 

The conditions under which cotton has 
held its own are worth noting. The 
Siaple has been compelled to face in 
Ihurope the depression caused by the 
Australian bank failures, the decline 
caused by Austria’s change to a gold 
standard. the demand for gold by 
France, Russia and the uncertainties of 
the situation precipitated by the Indian 
experiment of fixing an artificial value 
for the rupee. In Lancashire, as, in- 
deed, in all manufacturing districts, the 
depression has been keenly felt. The 
cotton goods market has been unsettled, 
and all its fluctuations have been in the 
direction of a decline. Exchanges be- 
tween England and India have been 
subjected to a violent disturbance, and 
this, following the long strike in the 
English mills, has not had a reassuring 
effect. 

This, together with the fact that the 
‘American crop has proved to be larger 
by nearly half a million bales than the 
estimates provided for, has caused a 
decrease in the world’s consumption of 
about fifteen thousand bales a week as 
compared with the average of last year. 
Following this, comes the news that the 
New England mills, which were boast- 
ing of their prosperous condition and 
large dividends two months ago, are 
about to shut down. 

It would seem that these particular 
facts, leaving out of view the general 
depression in business which has ac- 
companied the decline in values, would 
tend to cause a break in the market. 
But cotton holds its own with a strength 
and tenacity that is full of hope for 

southern farmers and southern business 
interests. | 

For reasons which were presented at 
some length yesterday, we are of the 
opinion that southern 


interests have 


money makes dear money, and dear 
money puts positive limits to all busi- 
negs and industrial enterprises, and 


} makes low prices and small profits. 


The same result follows, but with 
more violent results, when the basis of 
currency and credits is reduced by more 
than one-half, which is the process that 
is now afflicting the more favored  sec- 
tions. One dollar is now worth $1.50 
in property, and it is this readjustment 
of credits and values that is pulling 
down concerns that would be solvent 
but for the increase in the purchasing 
power ofa dollar. They cannot realize 
on their assets. 

The south is safe not only because its 
process of liquidation has extended over 
& long period, but because its chief pro- 
duct must continue to command a rea- 
sonably large supply of the world’s gold. 


Wages and the Gold Standard. 

Mr. Abram 3. Hewitt, who is a very 
poor politician, but a very good business 
Uda, is frauk enough to say that there 
is nothing left to do but to reduce 
Wages. He remarks that ore cannot 
be obtained any chea per; eval and everys- 
thing else are as cheap as possible; and 
50 Wages must come down. 

Mr. Hewitt is the owner of some 
mills and he was asked what he would 
do in the face of the present situation. 
He said the mills would run until their 
capital was exhausted, and then there 
would have to be a change. “And when 
we ask for a reduction, it will not be one 
of 8 to 15 per cent, but neg to 25 or 
00 per cent.” 

Precisely so. When the eastern bank 
Syndicate and gold trust have succeeded 
in increasing the value of all debts by 
increasing the purchasing power of a 
dollar redeemable in gold, labor will 
have to bear even more than its fair 
Share of the enormous tax that the pro- 
cess levies upon the country. 

The wages_of the farmer are reduced 
when the price of his products decline. 
The wages of all the people are reduced 
when there is a decline in property val- 
ues. The suspension of work in the 
mills is one form of wage reduction, but 
the most violent form is that which 
throws labor out of employment. 

But all wages will have to be scaled 
down in some form or other to fit fhe 
increased purchasing power of the dol- 
lar. The process, however, will be so 
gradual that labor will hardly realize 
what has happened until it is too late to 
protest. 


No Crime to Be a Millionaire. 

The Albany Express, a_ republican 
organ of the Empire State, occupying 
an influential position in the ranks of 
the party, in commentine on a recent 
editorial in these columns, says that The 
Constitution “has lately thought it to be 
necessary to go to the support of the 
president,” and adds: 

Tt has jnst taken a New York paper to task 
for intimating that there is some kind of 
partnership between Mr. Cleveland and E. C. 
Benedict, the enterprising Wall street spec- 
ulator, who appears to be deeper in the 
president’s confidence than any of his official 
advisers. The Constitution says: ‘“‘The inti- 
mation that there is a partnership between 
the two, and that the president utilizes. his 
office to make money in bis Wall street 
speculations, is slanderous. The worst ene- 
my of Grover Cleveland has never yet 
charged him with any motive or action that 
suvored of curruption.”’ 

Possibly the charge has not been directly 
made. No doubt the president is clean-hand- 
ed. But the fact remains that since he came 
to Albany, just ten years ago, with a few 
thousand dollars to his credit, he has grown 
to be a millionaire. 

No one denies the fact that he made a 
pretty penny by reali estate speculation dur- 
ing his tirst term in the presidential office. 
No one denies that his relations with EK. C. 
Benedict have placed a large sum of money 
in his pockets. Not even tle firm of E. C. 
Lenedict denies that the firm had kuowl- 
edge that the exira session -of congress 
would be called for August 7th, and it does 
het require @ ruie and a diagram to show 
what uses Wall street speculators woukl 
make of such information in the state of 
the market when the proclamation summon- 
ing congress in extra session was issued. If 
bk. ©, Benedict & Co. did not divide the 
profits made on that occasion, then the mem- 
bers of that firm are almost as ungrateful 
as Mr. Cleveland himself. 

This is DonseDse. in the first place 
The Constitutign did not deem it nec- 
essary to go to the support of the presi- 
dent on such an absurd charge as tmmt 
made by some of the republican news- 
papers that Mr. Cleveland had profited 
after his decision to call an extra ses- 
sion, by so informing his friend, Mr. 
Benedict, in advance of the announce- 
ment to the public, and had shared with 
Mr. Benedict the heavy haul made in 
Wall street investments as the result of 
the good effect the call had on strength- 
ening the stock market. Such a charge 
we denounced as a slander. 

Suppose Mr. Cleveland is a million- 
aire now, though he had only a few 
thousand dollars to his credit when he 
went to Albany ten years ago? Thot- 
sands of men in this country have made 
millions of dollars in ten years time. 
Some have made many millions, and it 
cannot be urged to Mr. Cleveland's dis- 
credit that he has been successful 
enough in business ventures to have in- 
creased a paltry bank account to a mil- 
lion or more in ten years. - It demon- 
strates conclusively that he is an astute 
business man, and that he keep his eye 
on the main chance, so long as he can 
consistently do so. 

When Mr. Cleveland went to Albany 
ten years ago he had nobody but him- 
self to care for, and it made but little 
difference to him whether he had a fat 
bank account or not. It is vastly dif- 
ferent today. He has to contend with 
the increasing demands of a twice presi- 
dent of the United States, not to speak 
of the expenses of the charming family 
circle dependent upon him. Mr. Cleve- 
land cannot live always, and like the 
wise man he is, he proposes to lay aside 
an ample nest egg for Mrs. Cleveland 
and Baby Ruth, with ample allowance 
for any other draft that may be made 
on it. Being a good business man and 
an able lawyer, he has simply done that 
which any other man in his position 
would and should have done. 
of a man’s bank account, however large 
it may be, is all right so long as he comes

Mr. Cleveland, is to be blamed for it. 
Mr. Benedict owns a private yacht, and 
if he allows himself to be used as a kind 
of doormat by the president, he is en- 
titled to a tip of some sort every once 
in a while, even if he has to take ad- 
vantage of Mr. .Cleveland to get Tt. 
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It Is a Roaring Farce. 

The St. Louis Republic, in comment- 
ing on the bitter personal contention 
going on among the leading represen- 
tatives of the reform democrats in South 
Carolina, says: : 

It was well that the state should pass from 
the control of the old colonial families, for 
the days of family and aristocracy in gov- 
ernment are over in the United States. But 
it seems a pity that this change could not 
have been accomplished without the Till- 
mans and the Irbys. 

The socialistic law under which the Till- 
man government is attempting to monopolize 
the sale of whisky and other intoxicants in 
South Carolina is perhaps the greatest folly 
ever committed by an American state, but 
vicious as it is, it is less vicious that the 
blackguardism of the two or three men who 
are trying to make themselves masters of 
the people of South Carolina. They seem to 
think that in order to become great it is only 
necessary to demonstrate the possession of 
all the traits which distinguish the bully and 
fhe ruffian. 

‘The Kepublic justifies the defeat of 
Senator Hampton by Mr. Irby on the 
ground that the days of family aristoc- 
racy in the government are over in the 
United States. This does very well as 
a general proposition, but it will not do 
to argue that simply because a faithful 
public seryant is a member of an old 
aud respected colonial family he should 
be forced to step down and out to make 
way for some one who is not. Nor was 
General Hampton defeated for the sen- 
ate solely for the reason that he was a 
representative of the aristocracy of 
South Carolina. It was because he be- 
longed to, and acted with, a wing of the 
party which was not successful in the 
state election, and which, in triumph- 
ing, acted on the principle of rewarding 
its friends and punishing its enemies. 
Had General Hampton belonged to that 
wing, he would have been re-elected, 
and because he opposed it he was de- 
feated. 

The people generally, however, will 
agree with The Republic in its express- 
ion of disgust at the unseemly war of 
vituperation now going on in that state. 
It is about time that there be an end to 
it. Those who are engaged in it should 
either put up or shut up, and if there 
is no other way to settle the tiresorm® 
war of words now going on, in which 
each participant seems to be trying to 
outdo the others in the matter of giving 
the most emphatic emphoapgis to the 
vituperative epithets being hurled at 
ene another, the bellicose reformers 
should shoot it out among themselves. 

Anything is preferable to the method 
which has been adopted, each endeav- 
oring to prove ‘that the other is a scounh- 
iIrel of such gigantic proportions as to 
be inexpressible, and the measure of 
raseality being, apparently, in the com- 
parative ferocity of the vilification and 
denunciation hurled by oné at the other. 
There is a wild, western, bullying air 
about the whole business which makes 
it ridiculous. Differing from the old 
time frontier method, however, the war- 
fare seems to end in words. 

We hope we shall hear no more of 
this ridiculous byplay, and we really do 
not see how it can progress much fur- 
ther on the same line, as the principals 
seem to have exhausted the vocabulary 
of Billingsgate and vituperation, out of 
which they have drawn their supply of 
ammunition to date. 

Let us hope that there will be peace, 
or, if that is-impossible, that there will 
be a speedy termination of the vendetta 
in a more substantial manner than can 
be reached by the use of a dictionary. 


The Shriukage of Values. 

The shrinkage in values for the past 
thirty days has been enormous. In one 
week the shrinkage in dividend paying 
stocks as shown by reports of the New 
York stock exchange, amounts to $100,- 
000,000. 

If Jay Gould were alive he would be 
charged with much of the calamity. He 
left an estate of many million dollars. 
The Western Union stock went to par 
soon after his death. I was quoted 
yesterday at 671-2. Manhattan was 
selling at 152 then; it is now down to 
par. Erie, which was then 23, is now 
selling at $8 per share. Missouri Pacific, 
selling then for 59 3-4, sold down as low 
as 17 day before yesterday. 

There has been a loss on Gould’s hold- 
ings of 513-4 per cent. In other words, 
his lines are worth one-half less than 
when he died. Many rich men who had 
invested their money in stocks have lost 
half of their property in the shrinkage 
of values. j 

The shrinkage has reduced the wealth 
of many rich men, but a few have be- 
come rich, and a few much richer than 
ever before. ‘The poorer classes have 
not lost so much because they did not 
have it to lose, but the lisf of the poor 
is much larger than it was thirty days 
ago. 
What is the cause of all this trouble?

There is ohne consolation in all this 
trouble. The per cent of loss for this 
year among the farmers is .very low.

A Cloture Rule in the Senate, 

It is given out from Washington that 
a strenuous effort is to be made by those 
who favor the unconditional repeal of 
the Sherman silver law to add the cho- 
ture feature to the senate rules. Strange 
to say the report is that this effort is to 
be made by democrats. From a demo- 
crati¢ standpoint this is a brand new 


departure, and the experiment will be , 


watched with interest by those who re- 
member the somewhat | 
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publicans had special reasons for sad- 
dling the country with Johnny Daven- 
port’s force bill, they engaged in an 
effort to introduce and pass a rule cut- 
ting off debate. This effort met with the 
determined resistance of the democrats 
and there were a few republicans who 
could not be dragooned into support- 
ing such a measure. 

It would be well for those democrats 
who propose to make themselves re- 
sponsible for this republican scheme to 
turn to the report of the debates on that 
question. They are preserved in The 
Record, and, if our memory serves US, 
the democrats based* their opposition, 
not on the fact that the new rule was to 
be introduced to give potency to a vile 
piece of partisan legislation, but on prin- 
ciple. They opposed it because they 
were democrats, going on the idea that 
whatever is not democratic in legisla- 
tion is dangerous. 

In the house, the democrats made 
haste to reform the Reed cloture rules, 
and so violent was democratic .opposi- 
tion 'to the summary method of disposing 
of the minority, that the house refused 
to take advantage of its own rules to 
adopt a measure which the majority 
was pledged to. , 

All democratic precedent is against a 
cloture rule in the senate, and we pre- 
sume that the questionable policy of 
endorsing a bad measure even for a tem- 
porary purpose is not likely to have 
many ardent supporters among those 
who understand and appreciate demo- 
cratic principles. If the cloture rule is 
made in the senate it will stick, and 
there may come a moment in the near 
future when a temporary expedient may 
take ‘the shape of a public misfortune. 

If there had been such a rule in 1890 
the Davenport force bill would now be 
the Jaw of the land, Msg. Cleveland 
would be a private citizen, and a repub- 
lican congress would have the south 
and the country by the throat. This 
much we know. ‘The rest may be left 
to the imagination. 

Meanwhile, the advertisement that 
democrats propose to take up a republi- 
ean scheme for throttling debate will 
not be believed. 


We are gratified to see such men as Colo- 
nel J. W. Robertson and Representative 
Veach, of Bartow county, interested in 
planning for a state currency. It augurs 
well for the success of this plan to see such 
level-headed business men thinking on the 
subject.

charge of murder, and where Governor 
Northen bas given orders for him to be 
taken on a requisition from the governor 
of that state. 

There is being an attempt made by the 
attorneys for Jenkins to get him out of 
the hands of the Florida oft'cers. They first 
wired Governor Northen that the Man was 
held on a charge by the courts of Screven 
county of selling whisky without a license, 
and for this reason thought he ought io be 
kept in this state before he was turned over 
to the Florida autho,ities. 

The attorneys stated that they represent- 
ed him in that case and were of the opinion 
that he would prove himself innocent of 
the charge as soon as he was able to go to 
the courthouse. They state that Jenkins 
was too ack to be moved at the time 
anywhere. 

The governor stood firm and repeated 
bis order for the sheriff to arrest Jenkins. 

Then came the telegram yesterday stat-

or wired the sheriff not to take any risk, 
but to arrest the man at once and after 
arresting him to use his discretion as to 
whether he was able tobe taken to Flor- 
ida now Or not.

Nora Lea, one of the convicts who es- 
caped from Colonel Mattox’s camp and was 
recaptured and jumped from a car window 
with Susie Mitchell last Sunday, has been 
recaptured and is now at the camp.’ 

Strange to say she was not hurt much 
by the jump, although the train was run- 
ning thirty-five miles an hour. Nora says 
that the Mitchell woman, to whom she was 
handcuffed at the time, got off with only a 
few scratches. Susie Mitchell fell on Nora 
when they dropped to the ground. ,They 
walked down the track a short distance and 
then ran across a cotton patch and got jn 
the woods. They hid there Sunday night 
and Monday. The posse which pursued the 
women caught both Monday afternoon, but 
the Mitchell woman darted into a swamp 
and hid. Colonel Mattox left a guard there 
and expects to catch her any day. It is 
almost impossible for the woman to keep 
out of the way long. 

The Lea girl, a_ bright mulatto 
girl, who is in for arson, seems very peni- 
tent. She had been in the plow gang when 
she got away, but on her return was put 
in the hoeing gang, where there js less op- 
portunity to break off. 

Alice White, one of the recent escapes 
who was captured, is measuring wheat at 
the threshing machine. She is a good writer 
and keeps account of the number of bushels 
threshed. 

Colonel Mattox has increased his force 
of guards and is not likely to have any 
more trouble with his prisoners. They are 
nearly all fat and hearty. Alice White’s 
condition has been exaggerated. She was 
not strong some time back, but has im- 
proved and is getting along all right now. 
The Mitchell woman is hiding w‘thin fifteen 
miles of the camp. Fred Simpson, who es- 
caped a few weeks ago, has kept out of 
sight and hearing so far, but is believed to 
be secreted not many miles from the plan- 
tation. 

Colonel Mattox, the lesse, has been great- 
ly worried by the escapes, but the recap- 
ture of three and the certainty of captur- 
ing another before the week is out, and the 
prospect of getting the fifth, makes him 
feel easier. He has been easier on the 
women during the hot weather and they took 
advantage of the relaxation of the rules 
and tried to cut their terms short.

The Election in DeKalb Passes Off Quietly 
and Evenly—There Was Much In- 
terest and a Big Vote Was Polled.

That’s what the people of DelXalb county 
decided yesterday at the polls. 

The election was one of the most order- 
ly, quiet and interesting the county has 
ever known. The war between the degpo- 
cratic party and the ‘third party was as 
warm as ever and both were out in full 
force but the democratic party as usual 
maintained its supremacy. 

The yoting places all over the county 
were opened at 7 o’clock and were closed 
at every precinct in the county except in 
Decatur at 3 o’clock. In Decatur the polls 
were not closed until 6 o’clock and at that 
place, next to the largest vote was polled 
in the election. 

Mr. McGuire’s candidacy aroused the 
people of the western end of the county 
and his friends turned out in full force but 
they were met at the polls by the friends 
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HON. MILTON A. CANDLER. 


of Mr. Candler and the devotees of the 
democratic party. At some of the precincts 
the voting was lively for a short time and 
early in the morning the friends of the 
uominee were uncertain as to the result. 
But before the day was half over the drift 
was apparent and the election of Mr. 
Candler was predicted by a Jarge majority, 

Probably no county in the state has had 
such an election as the one which took 
place yesterduy in the old county of De- 
Kalk. Mr. Steward’s death made a vacancy 
in the representation from that county 
and an order was issued by the governor 
for the election of a successor. The dem- 
ocrats of the county are divided secticnally 
and a candidate was produced by each sec- 
tion. Dr. Goss, of Decatur, was produced 
by that end of the county while Judge Me- 
OCurdy was brought out by toe people of 
Stone Mountain and the lower end of 
the county. The democratic committee de- 
cided that a primary was the ifing prop- 
er and one was ordered. It came off a few 
days ago and Judge McCurdy was fcund 
to be seven votes abead- of Dr. Goss. But 
the people were not satisfied with the re- 
sult and when the county executive com- 
mittee met for the purpose of eonsolidating 
the vote several of the precincts protested 
against the resujt. The county executive 
committee finally disposed of the matter by 
finding that no election had heen taade and 
suggested that when the day for the elec- 
tion as ordered by the governor came 
around that Hon. Milton A. Candler be 
voted for by the democrats. 

During the primary campaign Mr. J. 
A. MeGuire had announced himself as a 
third party candidate and as he was one of 
the strongest. men in the county the demo- 
crats realized that they had a strong fight 
on their hands. Every member of the party, 
however, went to work and the result was 
a grand victory for the democrats. Both 
of the gentlemen who were denied the nom- 
ination by the meeting of the executive 
committee were at the polls working for 
Hon. Milton A. Candler. Pr. Goss was 
among the first out at the polls in Decatur 
and none worked harder than he for the 
success of the gentleman suggested by the 
executive committee. He pulled from the 
third party ranks more than one vote and 
placed it for Mr. Candler. But while Dr. 
Goss was working in Decatur for the nom- 


inee Judge McCurdy was working just as | 


hard for the same gentleman at Stone 
ae: Judge McCurdy was pulling for 
the democratic nominee while the judge’s 
brother was doing the same for Mr. Me- 
Guire.

A Web of Suspicious Circumstances That 
Surrounds a Bookkeeper. 


UNDER ARREST FOR SWINDLING. 


The Safe of the Firm Who Employed Him 
Was Robbed, and Only He and the 
Manager Knew the Combination. 


If a combination of suspicious circumstan- 
ces counts for anything in law or in business 
Henry MiMer bas a ‘t&tter future to face. 
On the other band, close investigation may 
prove that a series of ugly looking circum- 
stances often throw suspicion on the inno- 
cent, and yindicate Mr. Miller from a very 
damaging charge that may be brought’ 
against him. 

Mr. Miller is a young man, thirty years 
old, and has held a position of confidence 
and trust with the Georgia Cotton Oil Com- 
pany for six years. For a year he has been 
bookkeeper of that company’s office in this 
city, and was paid a salary of $100 per 
month. Mr. Milier was arrested by Detec- 
tive Cason ‘ate yesterday afternoon and a 
case of cheating gnd swindling docketed 
against him. ‘Tihé#s charge may at any time 
be erased and a grayer one substituted. 

Mr. Miller resides at 58 Crew street, where 
He has been 
living at that place since he came to At- 
lanta from Macon a year ago. He is a man 
of fine education and it is said that he speaks 
five languages with great fluency. 

Two weeks ago Manager Montgomery, of 
the Georgia Cotton Oil Company, discharged 
Mr. ‘Milier on account of some very damag- 
ing circumstances. As stated by the de- 
tectives these cincumstances were about as 
follows: 

Several weeks ago Mr. W. P. Johnson, an 
out-of-iown customer of the oil company, 
sent by mail to the Adlanta office $30 in 
bills to settle a bill. The money was placed 
in the safe hy Mr. Montgomery, and a few 
hours Tater it was missing. As Mr. Miiler 
was the only person ‘who had access to the 
safe he at once suspected him. A few days 
after the money disappeared Mr. Miller paid 
Mr. Montgomery a debt he was due the com- 
pany, and the money he paid it with Mr. 
Montgomery Dbeiieved tio be the very same 
that had ‘been taken from the gafe. To 
make sure of this he enclosed the bills in a 
letter which he sent to Mr. Johnson and 
asked if he could identify the bills. Mr. 
Johnson made affidavit that the bilis were 
the identical ones that the sent to Mont- 
gomery. 

It is charged also that Miller cashed an 
$85 draft, drawn in favor of the cotton oil 
company, and made po showing of the money. 
Other alleged pieces of crookedness are 
charged against Miller. About the time this 
was going on the detectives were asked to 
stop Miller from spending his time with dis- 
reputable ‘women. It was reported to De- 
tective Cason that Miller was out “ate at 
nights and was a high roller. The detective 
did all he could to break Miller from his 
atieged bad habfts. Mr. Montgomery told 
the officers that Mixer was making a salary 
of $100 per month, but was so reckless with 
his money that he only paid him $30 per 
month, the rest he paid to Mrs. Miller. 

Three weeks ago Manager Montgomery. 
discharged Miller from ‘his employ. Since 
then the ex-baokkeeper has been without 
employment, and trying to get a position. 

hen Mr. Montgomery left his office 
Wednesday night he deposited $185 in his 
iron safe. He was surprised on opening 
the gafe yesterday morning to find that the 
money was gone. The transom over the 
office door was raised ami it was very plain 
that some one hhad been in the store and rob- 
bed. the safe of the money. The work had 
evidently been done by some one who knew 
the combination, as the lock was unim- 


pa A 

Mr. Montgomery went to police headquar- 
tera early yesterday morning and reported 
the robbery. He stated to ithe officers that 
only two men knew the combination that un- 
bocked the safe, himself and Mier, his for- 
mer bookkeeper. He placed the whole mat- 
ter in the hands of Acting Chief Wright, 
and asked that he investigate the robbery. 

Gaptain Wright detatied Detective Ed Ca- 
som. te investigaite the case, but that officer 
was unable to gather the slightest clue as 
to the safe robbery, after working on the 
robbery all day yesterday. 

Late yesterday afternoon he arrested Hen- 
ry Miller, and carried him ‘to potice head- 
quarters. ‘There Miller was questioned at 
length by the officers, but denied all the 
charges that bad been ‘brought against him. 
He declared that he knew nothing of the 
safe robbery. The detectives had no evi- 
dence on which to thhold him for the safe 
robbery and entered a case of cheating and 
swindling against him. This charge was 
based on 4a transaction Miller ‘had swith a 
gentleman of the name of Latham, who 
charges that Miller defrauded him of $85. 

Detective Cason said last night that the 
evidence against Miller in three cases wis 
posttive. He had no evidence in- the safe 
robbery case. 

Miller is a gentlemanly looking fellow. and 
was dressed well. He strongly denied the 
charges against him, and said he woul have 
no trouble in proving ‘that ‘he was innocent 
of the safe robbery. He said he was at 
home ‘the entire dav. and wrote a score of 
letters ‘to parties asking for emptoyment. 


GENERAL C. A. EVANS APPOINTED. 


He Takes the Place of General P. M. B. Young 
as Major General of the Georgia Division. 


General C. A. Evans, of this city, will 
take the place of General P. M. B. Young 
as the major general of the Georgia Divis- 
ion of United Confederate Veterans. 

An order to this effect has been issued b 
General Gordon, the commander-in-chief, 
and a copy of that order has been trans- 
mitted to General Evans, who will imme 
diately assume the duties of his new com- 
mission. 

The appointment of General Young, as 
minister to Guatemala by President Cleve- 
land, necessitated the resignation, which 
was accepted with many expressions of 
regret, but with a pride that was apprecia- 
tive of the high compliment conferred upon 
the gallant_soldier. ; 

General Evans in compliance with the 
appointment of General Gordon has issued 
an order addressed to the confederate vet- 
erans of the state, notifying them of the 
assumption of his duties and requesting 
all of the associations in Georgia to join 
the general brotherhood of United Confed- 
erate Veterans without delay. The order 
goes on to etate that the organization covers 
the entire United States and has now en- 
rolled about 360 camps. The object of 
the association, as emphasized by the ma- 
jor general, is to promote the comradeship 
of those men who nobly participated in 
the patriotic services of the southern army 
and navy of all departments; to preserve a 
true history of the south during that event- 
ful period, ‘and to perform such acts of be- 
nevolence as the aufferings of confederate 
soldiers might render necessary. | 

The order closes with a direction to all 
of the camps and associations in the 
state to elect at once two or more delegates 
to attend the general review at Birming- 
ham, in September, and to forward the 
names of the delegates so elected to head- 
quarters. 

The appointment of General Evans to 
this position affords unbounded satisfaction 
to the old soldiers, as there is not in the 
state a purer man, as there was not in the 
ranks of the sonthern army a braver or

Secretary Smith No Longer a Member of 
the Board of Education. 


MR. SAM INMAN WILL SUCCEED HIM? 


The Latter Represented the First Ward, 
but Will Take the Place of Mr. Smith 


in the Sixth. 


Secretary Smith has tendered his resig- 
nation as a member of the board of educa- 
tion. . 

There was a very important meeting of 
the board in the Girls’ High school build- 
ing yesterday afternoon and several mat- 
ters of interest were transacted. 

Mr. D. A. Beatie, the president of the 
board, called the meeting to order, and ten 
of the members, in spite of the fact that 
nearly everybody is out of town at this sea- 
son of the year, were present. 

The minutes of the two regular meetings 
for May and June were read and approved. 

The committee on finance reported bills 
to the amount of $15,000 which were ap- 
proved and ordered to be paid. Twelve 
thousand dollars of this amount had _  al- 
ready been paid out to the contractors for 
the new school buildings which are now in 
process of erection. 

The committee on buildings reported that 
the schools were rapidly nearing completion 
and would be finished and ready for occu- 
pancy by the ist of September. One of 
the buildings is located on Williams street 
and the other on Formwalt. Both of them 
are large and elegant structures, and will 
be ornaments to the city. 

Mr. Hoke >mith’s Resignation. 

The resignation of Mr. Hoke Smith, as a 
member of the board of education, was sub- 
mitted by the president, Mr. D. A. Beatie. 

The reasons impelling the secretary to 
this step were his inability, on account of 
the duties of his new position, to attend 
the meetings of the board, and his lack of 
time to give to each matter as might come 
before him his full and earnest. considera- 
tion, 

The resignation of Mr. Smith as a mem- 
ber of the board created no surprise as the 
intention of the secretary was well known. 
It was supposed that such would be his 
action several weeks ago and his resigna- 
nation was delayed beyond the limit of 
general expectation. 

Mr. Iinmante Be Wis Successor. 

Mr. Sam Inman, who has been a member 
of the board for several years, as the rep- 
resentative of the first ward, will in all 
probability succeed Mr. Smith, and it comes 
about in this way: 

At the last meeting of the board in June 
Mr. Inman tendered his resignation to that 


body. This was prompted by the fact that | 
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| he had changed his residence from the first 


to the sixth wards, and while living ia the 
latter he could not as a matter of law rep- 
resent the former. For that reason he sub- 
mitted his resignation. 

The board heard the resignation of Mr. 
Inman with regret and a motion was made 
asking him to withdraw it until the matter 
could be referred te the city council with 
the direction that Mr. Inman be retained 
as a member of the board, if in any way 
it could be arranged. 

This matter was pending when the resig- 
nation of Secretary Smith was received. 

As Mr. Smith was a member of the board 
from the sixth ward, the one in which Mr. 
Inman new resides, the knotty problem ap- 
peared to be solved. If the vacancy had 
not been thus created the board would in 
all probability have lost the services of 
‘Mr. Inman or a change in the law would 
have been required to retain him as a mem- 
ber of the body. 

Hence a resolution was introduced at 
the meeting yesterday afternoon asking the 
city council to place Mr. Inman in the va- 
cant place caused by the resignation of 
Mr. Smith. No one was named as the 
successor of Mr. Inman in the first ward.

The committee on teachers reported. the 
resignation of Miss Cora Clarke, as teacher 
of the third grade in Walker street school. 

Professor J. H. Walker, one of the new 
teachers recently elected to a position in 
the Boys’ High school, also tendered his 
resignation. 

No one was elected to succeed Mr. Wal- 
ker and the place will be filled at the next 
meeting of the board which occurs in Au 
gust. 

Miss Josie Battle, of the second grade 
Walker street school, was promoted to the 
vacant place caused by the resignation of 
Miss Clarke. Miss Roberts was elected 
to fill the vacancy thus made. 

Other vacancies may occur before the 
next meeting of the board, as such has al- 
ways been invariably the case, and these 
places will be supplied from the list of 
applicants who stood the examination this 
summer. All vacancies will be supplied by 
the time school opens in the fall.

The Post's Comments. 


New York, July 27.—The Post says: What 
the stock market reflected at the opening to- 
day was the calm following the storm.

ransactions, that sovereigns can probably he 
purchased at the bank and the chief obstruc- 
tion to large operations of the kind lies now 
in the lack of monetary facilities in New 
York city. This trouble in the machinery of 
money transfers was reflected in the issne to- 
fay of a million and a quarter more of clear- 
ing house loan certificates. The move was 
wisely made and was in no degree a reflection 

f impending danger. It had. as might have 

n expected, a discouraging influence on 
market prices.

NEW YORK, July 27—Liverpool failed to decline in 
response to the weakness in the American markets of 
yesterday sufficiently to warrant further decline here, 
and, in fact, the loss of 1-6id im the arrival market 
with sales of 8,060 bales brought an advance from yes- 
terday’s closing prices. This improvement, though 
slight, was most marked on the near positions, August 
advancing 6 points, while the winter months showed 
the effect of the offerings of carriers who failed to se- 
cure the wide premiums expected. The deliveries 
upon August tenders were not as large es had been 
expected, relieving the pressure upon that position. 
Nevertheless it must be remembered the sentiment in 
the trade, as a result of the depression in financial cir 
cles, has become bearish, and all the reports of damage 
to the crop are without effect on the market. No rain 
is reported from Texas by the signal service today, and 
the indications as given at noon show no prospects o- 
rain tomorrow. The report of the agricultural commis- 
sioner of South Carolina says the recent showers have 
improved the crop throughout the Piedmont region, but 
that a large portion of the crop has been badly stunted 
and can only make a faircrop. In the central belt of 
the state the chances are against a *, crop even with 
the best of seasons, while in the coast region cotton 
has not improved. Crop reports, however, are now 
without influence upon prices, and, while Liverpoo! is 
disposed. this market will net follow until a better 


' tone is felt as to the general condition of the country. 


Therefore strict attention must be paid to the indica. 
tions that are appearing that the prospects are for im- 
mediate imports of gold, caused by the purchase by 
foreign investors of our securities, and if they be con- 
vinced of a prompé repeal of the silver purchase act 
the gold would come to this country by the millions. 
If the south can be paid for its crop in gold a sharp re- 
vival in every southern enterprise is assured.

CHICAGO, July 27.—Wheat again broke the 
record of low prices today, although it started 
off with a much stronger tone. For a time a 
ccnfident feeling ruled and prices went tp 
fully 3-4 from last night’s close, and for a 
time the situation looked very hopefal and 
thete was very good buying. 
Street showed a good heaithy recoytry, a mil- 
lion dollars in gold was said to be on the 
way from Europe and the crop situation was 
in no way changed to favor the hears. But 
after selling at 66 3-4 for September and 75 5-8 
for December the feeling began to weaken on 
free seliing and reports of cooler weather 
ond rain in the northwest and finally touched 
66 1-4.

As the trade has been very nerv- 
ous for some days, it quickly took alarm 
gnd the rumors spread of some new calamity 
and for a few minutes everybody wanted to 
sell and the price of September went off 
with a rush, falling to 65 cents, the lowest 
price yet touched, and December to 71 7-&. 
also breaking the record. There was a quick 
recovery to 65 5-8 and December to TZ 3-8. 
September wheat opened at 66 1-4, sold to 
66 3-4, broke to 65 cents, but reacted and 
closed at 65 1-4; December sold at 7# 1-4 to 
73 5-8, fell to 71 7-8, back to 72 1-2, where, it 
closed.

The Other Raees. 


Two thousand people stood up yesterday 
afternoon and yelled with excitement when 
Isaac Baird, of Charleston, crossed the tape, 
winner. of the ten mile handicap race in 
31.07; at the Midsummer meet of the Cap- 
ital City Cycle Club. r 4 

Besides winning the ten mile handicap, 
Isaac Baird won the quarter-mile race, 
open; and the two-mile handicap. The 
prizes he will receive aggregate in value 
$400. In the ten mile handicap he won 
an Arrow bicycle valued at $150; in this 
same race he won the first prize, the hand- 
some Chalfant medal, valued at $50, the 
bicycle being the time prize. In the two 
mile handicap he won a second Len dae an 
Eagle wheel, valued at $150; and the quar- 
ter mile race netted him a “Champion” gun 
valued at $50. 

The race of the day was the ten mile 
handicap. In this race there were six 
starters. From scratch there started Chal- 
fant, Bolles, Fitzsimmons and Baird; Wal- 
ter Howard, who was unlucky enough to 
lose his toe clips, started at the 125 yard 
line; and Bowden, who should have won the 
race, had a start of three minutes which in 
his case was equal to three-quarters of a 
mile. At the first fire Bowden rode from 
the line and before the pistol was fired for 
Howard to start he had gone his three 
quarter mile in easy time. Howard got 
away on his fifteen seconds start, but was 
hardly riding in good form, At the third 
fire the four scratch men went off with a 
fine start. 

Bolles went into the lead and started a 
nice pace, which was gradually quickened, 
bunched behind him came Chalfant and Fitz. 
simmons, who refyed to a three hundred 
yard handicap and started ,from scratch; 
and last, but well up, Isaac Baird, the ex-

The Quarter Mite Open to All. 


Considering the much better condition of 
the track, the time in the quarter-mile 
open yesterday afternoon was miserably 
slow. With such riders ag Connerat and 
Baird in it, 33 seconds ought to have beeu 
made; as it was, Bolles’s record of :30 is 
the track record.

The One Mile Open to All. 

There were five entries in the one-mile 
open, and the race was intensely exc.ting.

Bolles took the lead and began to set a hot 
pace; Connerat rode easy, but at the first 
quarter charged up and took second place;

1. As receivers of railroads operating the 
same nnder he legal authority exercise the 
charter franchises of the company, they are 
subject to suit in any county in which the 
railroad corporation itself may be sued for 
a like cause of action. While their personal 
residence is unaffected, their official resi- 
dence coincides with that of the company 
they represent, the action being brought to 
enforce official and not personal liability. 
In order to sue a receiver appointed by a 
court of the United States, no permission 
of that court is requisite, there being an 
act of eongress dispensing therewith. 

The degree of diligence due from a 
commor carrier te a passenger is extraor- 
dinary, no matter what means of convey- 
ance may be employed, but what is extra- 
ordinary diligence by a freight train is 
different in many respects from that which 
is such diligence by a passenger train.

1. The act of November 26, 1890. amending

This island igs a long, low, flat remain- 
der of the continent, but the genius and en- 
terprise of man has transformed it into a 
it place for profitable residence and built 
gpon it one of the handsomest and thrifti- 
est cities of the continent. It is a seaport, 
er guif port, if you would be more accurate, 
of growing importance and its present pro- 
portions are but the sketchlines of what 
it is yet to be. 

Other cities in Texas will grow and mul- 
tiply in industries and commercial relations 
as the great state becomes more densely 
populated, but God and the logic of events 
in the development of the western half of 
the nation indicate Galveston as the sure 
metropolis of this empire commonwealth 
und the eventual emporium of a trade that 
will gravitate hither from a region vaster 
than seven empires of Europe. 

The Supporting Kegion, 

Do you recollect that ‘Texas herself has 
an area 62,000 square miles larger than 
the German empire and 70,000 = square 
miles larger than France? That she is 
a state six times bigger than New York 
and seven times the size of Ohio? Why, 
when you travel on a railroad in Texas 
somewhere along in the second day you 
get a horrible fear that you have gone so 
far that you are “out of the union.” It 
makes a fellow continuously feel like an 
involuntary secessionist. Texas has cul- 
tivable land, t:mber and possible products 
of all kinds gsutlicient for the comfortable 
keeping of half the present population of 
the United States. And ‘Texas is going to 
draw to herself more and more millions of 
people from all parts of the union and 
Europe until. her waste places—waste only 
for want of culture—will blossom as a gar- 
den and the plow, the anvil, the loom, the 
electric car, the school, the university and 
the cathedral will sound the morning key- 
notes and make the noonday music of a 
civ.lization vast, harmonious and unri- 
valed. 

Nineteen years ago, on the floor of the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, I heard 
pierious old Dick Hubbard, then lieutenant 
governor of Texas, say to the assembled 
and incredulous merchant princes: 

‘Gentlemen, mark well’ my words. In 
less than a generation’s life the tread of 
Texas upon the floors of the American 
congres® will be the tread of a giant!” 

Texas in Cougress. 

And it has come to pass. Texas has 
th.rieen congressmen and the number will 
be increased with every new apportionment 
hereatter mad UpOp, Prox gessivy wis wivu- 
Gious. in Je Rhmbeér of representatives sie 
ranks Wi.w indiana and Massachusetts. 
Uniy New York, Peunusyivania, 
Vhio, Ilinvis and Missouri have more thau 
Texas. Soe has gained seven congressmen 
since I first made the rounds of ber con- 
gressional conventions in 1874. 

Only in one respect is the Texas repre- 
sentation weak and that is 
in experience and instinctive  states- 
manship. When ‘l'exas had a smal] dele- 
a. aeeeened, of en men as Culber- 
Ss ockmorton, Keagan Noger ; 
Miils and John Dameods. abe felt a ae 
of power from lack of numbers. Compara- 
tively, her present delegation. is not repre- 
sentative, fur while the men who compuse 
it are fair average district politicians, they 
do not march solidiy in the van of the 
democratic column, Her senators count in 
the first figures on their side, but splendid 
old Dave Culberson is the only one of her 
house members who looms in the front 
rank. But his colleagues are gstanech demo- 
crats and, for the present emergencies, 
that is enough. This is the crisis of party 
pledge-keepers and not of pioneering and 
experimenting im theoretical statesman- 
ship.

and commerce parts of eastern Louisaana,

That Interstate Road. 

, ‘Then that prophetic railway project that 
is handicapped with the fool politicians 
simply because it oniginated wth the popu- 
lists—I mean the railway from the Can- 
ada line to the gulf, through the Dakotas, 
Nebraska, Kansas, the territory and Texas, 
for which government aid is asked—should 
be built. That idea, completed, means as 
much for all the region traversed as the 
first Pacific railroad did to the untraversed 
and wild country between Omaha and the 
Golden Gate. I do not care here to discuss 
the details of the scheme, or mean by ap- 
proving the idea to acquiesce in all the 
means proposed for its consummation, but 
I do mean to say that it is a statesmanlike 
and thoroughly business proposition. If I 
Were governor of Texas, to be definite, I 
would advance the project by all the in- 
fluence I could command and feel I had 
earned a monument for my service to the 
future prosperity and glory of this imperial 
commonwealth. Some day the road will 
be built. Private enterprise, even, may soon 
find it profitable to anticipate the slow pro- 
cesses of government aid. But by the gov- 
ernment, or without it, that great back- 
bone road of future gulf and international 
commerce must come to Galveston.

A Negro Woman Makes a Thrilling 

Leap to Liberty. 
A TRICK OF ONE OF THE COLORED 400. 


She Outwits cn Officer and Gets Away. 
Was Being Brought Beck tor Steal- 
ing a Large Sum of Money. 


Detailed Officer Burks, who went to 
Nashville after the stylish and clever mu- 
iatto woman, Lizzie Hightower, returned to 
the city empty handed and alone at noon 
yesterday. “The tricky young negress out- 
witted the officer, got out of his sight for 
a moment, and while he was not looking, 
leaped to her liberty from a car window. 
This occurred a mile above Adairsville, 
while the train was spinning along toward 
Atlanta at a rate of thirty-live miles an 
hour. 

When Officer Burks reached police head- 
quarters four hours Jater than he was due 
to arrive with kis prisoner, his face was 
not only pale from loss of sleep, but wore 
a l-can’t-understand-it,  it’s-a-mystery-to 
me expression. Although several hours 
had passed since the thrilling occurrence, 
the oilicer had not succeeded in making up 
his miud as to just how it all happened. 

Vihcer Lurks is one of the most con- 
scientious wen on the force, and has fre- 
quently been mentioned for promotion. tie 
hus been sent away on errands like the last 
Ohe more frequently than uny ofitcer on 
the force. ‘Lwo weeks ago he went to Cin- 
Ciunati after bt orger Chailes Crane. When 
the department was asked to send to Nash- 
Ville tor Lizzie tilghtower, who had been 
arrested there, Acung Clief Wright at once 
selected Onlicer burks as the best man for 
the mission. 

Lurks went to Nashville Tuesday night 
and presented himself to Chief ot Votice 
Clack early Wedinesuay morning. is pa- 
pers Were 1D proper shape ahd tue prisoner 
Was turned over to lum. Lizzie Hightower 
ix a Well educated negress, aud is noted 
tor shrewdness. She was charged with 
robbing a prominent gentieman of several 
hundred dollars and was located in Nasi 
vile. The geutieman who was robbed ad- 
vanced the money to pay the expenses of 
bringing the woman back. 

When Otiicer Burks left Nashville with 
his prisoner Wednesday night he thought 
she Was of common clay; lhe had no suspl- 
con thet beneath her yellow skin jurked 
the stuif that makes heroines. He knew 
the negro was very swell and traveled with 
the four hundred of her race, but she 
never impressed him as being a heroine. 
She acted very humbly, asking the ofhicer’s 
permission jn éverything she did. Her lit- 
tle six-year-old son accompanied them. 
The train on which Officer Burks and his 
prisoner were coming to the city wis due 
were at :40 o'clock yesterday morning. 
Just before reaching Adairsville yesterday 
morning Lizzie Hishtower asked Burks’s 
permisyion to step into-the tollet room at 
the rear end of the car, which was given 
her. 

Officer Burks kept an eye on the door 
through which the woman had just passed, 
ang when ten minutes had passed and she 
was still missing he gre suspicious and full 
of apprehension, and ran back to where she 
had gone. Hepushed openthedoor, and 
found the room * empty. The truth 
flashed across the  officer’s mind in 
a moment. Hie ran back into 
the rear ear and looked around for 
his late prisoner; he saw not a sign of 
her. None of the passengers had seen her. 
Burks rarg down the train just as it was 
slowing vp at the Adairsville depot, and 
jumping off he ran back up the track as 
fast as he could: He searched the railroad 
track for a distance of a mile or more, but 
found not a trace of the woman. He had 


fully expected to find her mangled body 
lying beside the track, but he did not even 
find a speck of blood. : 
Giving up all hope of finding the woman 
there, Burks turned his face toward Adairs 
ville, where he reported the woman's es- 
cape to the town marshal. The marshai 
organized a searching party and went out 
to find the prisoner.. Burks telegraphed to 
the marshal at Calhoun, giving a full des- 
cription of the woman and detailing the cir- 
cumstances of the escape. He wired the 
same facts to Lieutenant Huffaker, acting 
chief of police at Chattanooga. 
Having done al] in his power toward re- 
capturing the prisoner, who had so cleverly 
eluded him, Burks took the next train for 
Atlanta. He was greatly downcast over 
the occurrence and stated that he wonld 
not have had it to happen for any sum that 
might .be named. Acting Chief. Wright 
could not find it in his heart to censure 
Burks, who has always been a faithful 
officer. Chief Wright wired to several 
cities last night in the hope of cutting off 
the woman’s retreat. . It is thought that 
she will return to Chattanooga, where her 
sister is to be buried today. Officer Burks 
believes that the train porter aided the 
woman to escape. 

Eizzie Hightower Caught. 
Lizzie Hightower was caught at Calhoun 
last night. At 10 o’clock last night Acting 
Chief of Police Wright received a telegram 
from Marshal J. E. Lay, of Calhoun, stat- 
ing that he had arrested the escaped prisoner 
and had her in jail at that place. He asked 
that an officer be sent for her. Chief Wright 
will send an officer to Calhoun after the 
woman today.
